PASSENGER AND FREIGHT MET 


Wrong Signals the Cause, No One Seri 


ously Hurt Williamstown Man in 


Baggage C$r Cut, The wreck 


-: 
Caught Fire 


A crowded passenger train from the 


west, due in this city at 1.08 this af- 
ternoon, collided with a freight train 
Sthat was standing on the east bound 
track at 3.15 this afternoon, and a dis- 


astrous wreck resulted. 


The passenger train was two hours 


late. 


One man, Mr. Steenburg of Williams 


town, who was in the baggage car, was 
badly cut and bruised, but none were 
seriously hurt. 


Three men in the caboose of the 


freight jumped and were uninjured. 
The engineer and fireman of the pas- 
senger stuck by their engine but -were 
not badly hurt. 


The wreck caught 'fire irom the en- 


gine, and the fire department was call 
ed out, and the fire extinguished in 
about half an hour. 


The^ freight, which was €ast bound, 


was standing on the main east-bound 
track. The engine -was in the little 
tunnel, and the tear of the train just 
west t>f the gas house. -Why it was 
standing on the main line with a pas- 
senger train due, and the passenger 
not signalled, remains to be deter- 
mined. 


The engine of the passenger was 


number 1129. The train was in charge 
of Conductor J. J. Putnam, Engineer 
C. A. Noyes and Fireman C. A. King. 


When the engine struck the caboose 


it turned over on its side beside the 
track. 


The caboose was demolished, and 


two freight cars, loaded with small 
rolls of paper, were broken open and 
the rolls distributed beside the track. 


These caught fire from the engine, 


and blazed fiercely for a time, until the 
fire department was summoned. 


It was at first reported that two 


men were missing, but this proved un 
true, and aside from the bruising and 
shaking up of the passengers, no one 
was hurt as far as \s known. 


The passenger train was quickly 


drawn away from the scene of the 
wreck by an engine, and the wrecking 
crew sent for. Both tracks are now 
blocked.

The Colombian gunboat General Pin- 


zon is believed to be along the coast 
somewhere near Colon, for when she 
left here she was short of coal.

Transit across the isthmus is still free 


and uninterrupted. 


No Interference Unless Necessary 
.Washington, Nov. 23.—The answer of 


the Colombian government to the repre- 
sentations of Consul General Gudger, 
to the effect that the government was 
unable to guarantee the Integrity of the 
railway communication across the isth- 
mus, was purposely developed in order 
to make perfectly plain the fact that 
the United States was thoroughly jus- 
tified in landing its forces at Colon. 
With this formal acknowledgement 
from the Colombian government of its 
Inability to maintain communication, it 
becomes, it is said, not the privilege, 
but the duty of the United States, under 
the treaty, of Granada, to guarantee 
lhat communication, even though the 
use of force is necessary. It is not in- 
tended to interfere between any factions. 
Conservative or Liberal, unless a fac- 
tion places itself in the position of ob- 
structing the purpose of the United 
States to keep the Panama railroad open 
to free traffic.

Our Exclusion—Senator Frye Says 
It May Be Exceedingly Dangerous 
to Our Prosperity 


Boston, Nov. 23.—At the clubhouse of 


tbe new Algonquin club last evening, 
the 303d meeting of the Commercial 
club was addressed by Senator William 
P. Frye of Maine, whose subject was: 
"National 
legislation 
concerning 


steamship subsidies, and New England's 
interest in the country's increasing for- 
eign commerce." 


Senator *rye said: "Our country is 


great, prosperous and powerful. For 
a few years it has moved forward with 
the strides of a young giant, and today 
ranks with the foremost nations of tho 
world, in very many respects outranking 
many of them. Tbis result lias been at- 
tained uiidet the policy of protection. 


"Nearly every industry has been pro- 


tected and has prospered. One alone 
has been handic.apped by adverse leij- 
islatien at home and protection of its 
competitors abroad. I refer to our 
ships engaged in foreign trade. 
We 


have permitted the other maritime na- 
tions, our *nferiors in most of these re- 
gards, to seize upon the pathways of 
the oceans of the world and hold them 
to our exclusion. 


"Who carried last year our $2,000.000,- 


000 and a little over of our foreign com- 
merce? We did 8.2 percent. Of our 
enormous exports we can-led 6 percent. 
We paid the past year $500,000 a day in 
gold to foreign ships for the carriage of 
our goods. 


"How can this be otherwise than hu- 


miliating and mortifying? It is not 
only humiliating but may be exceeding- 
ly dangerous to our prosperity. Suppose 
Europe should be embroiled in war; 
that England and Germany, our car- 
riers, should enter upon a conflict at 
arms. Who would carry our exports of 
of farm, factory and mine products? 
If carried who jould pay the enormous 
war premiums 7 


"Discussion of the causes hading to 


this lamenta/hls result is uecpasru'v onlj 
so far as it jjiay b?1 snggestlre of rem- 
edies. 
The tueoietical 
free trader 


ascribes to oiir t^ilcy of protection. 


"It Is not protectjon which has harmed, 


but the entire lack o° it: the .-oiapplHug 
of our sh;ps to compete iT^Ii those of 
othei* T'ai.u-tie nations pro'erted by 
stibwdlcs. by much lower wages iu ship- 
yards acd on ships and by a less ex- 
pensive manner of living. 


"Tbe aid given by foreign countries 


to their shipping must be reckoned with. 
Eighty percent of all steamships 
3-1 


knots and upward are heavily sub- 
sidized. England adopted this method 
of encouragement a half century ago, 
and has persisted in it to now." 


Here Senator Frye quoted at length 


statistics showing the sums paid by 
other countries, and continuing, said: 
"Are we, rich and prosperous, to sub- 
mit to such humiliating and dangerous 
conditions ? There are some Americans 
utterly devoid of sentiment or of pa- 
triotic impulse, who can travel the world 
over and without regret never see the 
Btars and stripes in any foreign port. 
They say, 'why not employ foreign ships 
to carry and foreign agencies to find mar 
kets for our surplus products if they will 
do it cheap?" Do they suppose that 
such agencies will have the slightest 
interest in extending our trade? 


"If our enormous surplus of products 


can find no market abroad, then stag- 
nation at home, capital without profit, 
workingmen without wages. This sur- 
plus will increase from year to year and 
the necessity for foreign markets in- 
creases." 


Senator Frye quoted from addresses 


of President Harrison and President 
McKinley, in which reference was made 
to the importance* of the merchant 
marine. 


The speaker then told of the introduc- 


tion into the last congress of his bill for 
ship subsidies, which be said, in his 
opinion, was a good measure. He told 
of the opposition to it and the argu- 
ments for and against the bill. In con- 
elusion he said: 


"During the congress about t* meet 


1 shall persist in my efforts to procure 
favorable legislation for our merchant 
navy, and baspeak for such attempt the 
sympathy of the business men of Bo§- 
ton."

a plot to stir up trouble in the Yukon is 
officially confirmed b> the Canadian 
government. Tbe story of the plot, 
based upon official reports to the min- 
ister of the Interior, is as follows: 


Abont three weeks ago the police at 


Dawson, under the able direction of Su- 
perintendent Woods, shadowed a man 
whom they deemed a suspicious char- 
acter. He finally disclosed a plot which 
he said had been formed by people at 
Skagway and Seattle. • The idea was to 
rush the posts in the lower part of the 
Yukon and then take possession of the 
country. The conspirators reckoned up- 
on the American citizens in the Yukon 
not assisting the Canadian authorities. 


News of the plot was quickly sent 


from Dawson to White Horse and the 
police there placed under surveillance 
all suspicious persons. 
The head- 


quarters of the conspiracy was located 
at Skagway and it was ascertained 
who the characters associated with It 
were and where the papers bearing upon 
the plot were kept. There was nothing, 
however, to show any overt act of trea- 
son to the United States or Canada, con- 
sequently the authorities could not take 
any proceedings. 
Canadian officers 


went down to Skagway and consulted 
with the United States officers and con- 
certed action was agreed upon in case 
of necessity. The parties connected 
with the plot are closely watched mean- 
time- Tbe government officials say 10 
respectable Americans were in the plot. 
Every precaution has been taken und 
the government has confidence in the po- 
lice officers.

Representative Sherman of New York 
was quoted the other day as saylni that 
he would not give a cent for The Panama 
route and our property there, nnd v.hen 
you have public men so 111-inforiaod as 
that, what can you expect of this 
American public opinion that we hear 
so much about as determining the rela- 
tive feasibility of the two routes?

shall find a way of completing tlie 
Panama canal ourselves. All this is 
understood in Paris. We know there 
that the estimate of $189,000,000 for 
building the Nicaraguan canal Is pure 
bluff. It would cost $400,000,000 to 
build a canal through which ships could 
go without getting stuck in the mud. 
The United States will come around to 
a commonsense view of this thing 
eventually, but perhaps at some cost." 


Nothing is known here to lead one 


to suppose that the failure to get a def- 
inite and reasonable proposition from 
the French company was doe to any 
prejudice against it by our commission. 
Neither is there any reason to dis- 
credit the est'mates of our enginears as 
to the cost of the two« routes. 


A New York newspaper yesterday 


printed parts of the report of George S. 
Morison of the canal commission, dis- 
senting from his colleagues and favor- 
ing the Panama route. He says: 


The Panama route has advantages 


over the Nicaragua route In cost of con- 
struction, In cost of operation and in 
convenience, when done, while Its use 
is less likely to lead to local international 
complications. 


The preliminary engineering has been 


done at Panama, and the general con- 
tingencies have been reduced "to a mini- 
mam. 
If 20 percent is added to the es- 


timates to cover "engineering, police, 
sanitation and general contingencies" 
at Paama, at least 25 percent, and prob- 
ably 80 should be added at Nicaragua, 
the former figure raising the estimate 
for the Nicaragua route to $201.000,000. 


The excavation of the Panama canal 


has been opened for nearly its entire 
length, and the character of the ma- 
terial to be removed can be examined 
In position. At Panama there are fair 
harbors at both ends fully adaquate for 
all demands during construction and 
connected by a railroad In high condi- 
tion, the country is settled and many 
of the necessary accommodations for a 
large working force are there. 


Mr. Morison then suggests some 


-changes in the existing plans for the 
Panama canal and with these effected, 
estimates the cost of completion at 
$134,000,000, $67,000,000 -less 
than 


that of the Nicaraguan canal. He 
finally notes that a Panama canal would 
be like a boundary strait between Nortn 
and South America, easily policed and 
guarded, with no call to acquire terri- 
tory beyond the limits of the immediate 
concession,

It is customary in such cases, when 
a law is very absurd indeed and th« 
people recognize it as such, for th* 
proper authorities who might be ex- 
pected to enforce it, to quietly and un- 
obtrusively pass it by, and in this they 
are usually upheld by the people.

OVERCOME BY GAS EXPLOSION. 


Acetylene Gas Machine Explodes and 


Harry Fitzgerald is Rendered Un- 


conscious, 


The acetylene gas machine in the 


basement 
of 
the 
Cosmo block on 


Spring street exploded last night about 
5 o'clock and Harry Fitzgerald was 
rendered unconscious for nearly an 
hour. A mass of flames burst from 
the machine with the explosion, but 
the prompt action on the part of Wil- 
liam Fitzgerald, who happened to be 
near, and Anton Ruether. proprietor 
»f the block, prevented 
a fire. An 


alarm was sounded from box 43 on tha 
street, but the services of the fire 
company were not needed and the men 
were stopped on their wy to the scene. 
Harry Fitzgerald was taken into the 
Wilhamstown laundry and did not re- 
vive until nearly 6 o'clock. 


The cause of the explosion cannot 


be determined, since it came without 
warning. Mr. Ruether and Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, who is employed in the Peo- 
ple's market, were in the basement 
looking af*er the machine when the 
flames began to pour from a waste 
pipe and the explosion followed. Mr. 
Ruether was nearer the machine and 
in an enclosure, and Mr. Fitzgerald 
was aiding him to escape when over- 
"corne. The basement 
was 
instantly 


enveloped in smoke and the men es- 
caped from the enclosure with some1 


difficulty. 
William Fitzgerald rushed 


to theii assistance and smothered the 
flames with blankets, which were with 
jn easy reach. 


Harry Fitzgerald was taken to the 


laundry, where, after speaking once, 
he lapsed into utter unconsciousness. 
Several messengers were sent for phy- 
sicians, but much difficulty was ex- 
perienced in finding one and It was not 
until after the young man had re- 
gained consciousness that Dr. Mather 
and Dr. Howard arrived. The proprie 
tors of the lai'ndry, Messrs Daly, and 
several others employed every means 
known to them to revive Mr. Fitz- 
gerald. but it was some time before 
there was any response. 
When the 


physicians arrived 
they 
lound the 


pulse slow, but they gave assurance 
that there was no danger. 


Mr. Fitzgerald was not burned, but 


his condition was due to the concus- 
sion and fright. 


MAIL RECEPTACLE WANTED AT 


DEPOT. 


Because of the closing of the Station 


postofttce three nights a week and dss 
tance to the depot from the postoffice, 
a desire for a mail receptacle at the 
depot has been expressed and an en- 
deavor will be made to have the mat- 
ter brought before the proper authori- 
ties with hopes that a box will be sup 
plied.

Rev. Dr. Sawyer «n the Inspiration of 


fhe Preacher to Personal Work. 


A. E. Hall Speaks. Lore! 


Pastors on Church Fel- 


lowship 


Co-operation among the Christian 


workers in the city was the prevailing 
sentiment last night in the Congrega- 
tional chapel when the Christian En- 
deavor Society entertained th& Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention committee 
with a banquet. There were about 150 
present, and all of the protestant de- 
nominations in the city \vere well rep. 
resented. 


The chapel was decorated with red 


and white bunting, the colois of the 
society, and at one end, over the bal- 
cony, hung a large banner of red and 
white combined 
wi^h 
purple, 
the 


color of the local branch. 
Vases of 


pink carnations added very much to 
the attractiveness of the tables. The 
banquet itself had been carefully ar- 
ranged by a committee under the di. 
rection of Miss Annie A. Butler, and 
prepared by the ladies of the church, 
and it was thoroughly appreciated by 
the guests. When the tables had been 
cleared, there was speaking for an 
hour and a quarter, and as the evening 
progressed the spirit of informality 
and goodfellowship was more and 
more in evidence. 


William Ritchie, president of the so- 


ciety, acted as toastmaster, and after 
a few introductory remarks as to the 
purpose of the banquet, that is, to 
show the society's appreciation of the 
way in which the other churches co- 
operated with them in the recent con- 
vention, he introduced Rev. Dr. Saw- 
yer of Williamstown as the principal 
speaker of the evening. Dr. Sawyer's 
subject was personal work in relation 
to preaching. The preacher must first 
of all be human, he said. To be truly 
helpful he must have an understanding 
of human nature, especially the hu- 
man nature of his community, and 
sympathize with it. Every community 
has its own individual character, and 
the sermons which take this character 
into consideration are 
the 
helpful 


I ones. But to understand men we must 


associate with them and enter into a 
knowledge 
of 
the 
problems with 


which they have to deal from their 
various points' of view. There is a 
great deal of preaching which does 
not deal with these problems, and 
some of the finest sermons ever preach 
ed come under this class, but they are 
not the sermons needed, today. Per- 
sonal work among the laity should be 
he normal outgrowth of work in the 
pulpit. The pulpit should be the in- 
spiration 
to personal work. People 


should go to church with the idea of 
translating what they get personally 
nto life and speech. The great aim 
of personal work is to help some other 
soul to decide its belief in Christianity, 
and this decision is more often brought 
about by personal work than by direct 
divine influence. God never does his 
utmost until all creative agencies have 
done their utmost. 
This work can 


only be accomplished by a deep en- 
ihusiasm on the part of the worker. 
If we (have an all pervading love for 
the savior ourselves, we soon learn to 
lead others to love him. 


After a well received solo by Miss 


Blythe, A. E. Hall of Williamstown 
was introduced. He spoke along the 
lines of needs in religion at the present 
time, and began by drawing a picture 
of the ideal Christian of today. He 
said that the ideal Christians of for- 
mer times were not the men needed [ 
now-. We need broad, fulf-blooded and 
full-hearted men. The question is, how 
are we to bring men up to that stan 
dard, We are doing it to a large ex- 
tent in the public schools. The basic 
principal is the building up of char- 
acter, and we must not let our study 
of the relation of Christ's life to so- 
cial questions overshadow^ this. 
The 


foundation of a strong character is the 
belief in a personal God. There is at 
present a tendency towards agnosti- 
cism. We are losing the old ideal of 
God, 
and with it the Christian hero- 


Ism and spirit of self-denial is dying 
out. 
This spirit must be revived. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney referred in a few 


words to united church work, and*)fol- 
lowing a solo by Thomas McTigh, tlu 
chairman called upon the various pas- 
tors of the city for remarks. Rev. J. 
C.- Tebbetts spoke of our relation to 
God as his children, and expressed his 
belief that the Christian Endeavor con 
vention had made a good impression 
on the city at large. Rev. J. H. 
Spencer followed with a mingling of 
seriousness and humor. He referred 
to the elevated sentiments expressed 
as a balloon ascension without the ele- 
ment of gas. Rev. J. A. Hamilton 
tried to pull the balloon down a Htle, 
and Rev. A. E. Wright poked fun at 
Mr. Hamilton. Rev. Alice K. Wright 
said that in view of our relation to 
God as his children we should not 
lose sight of our relation to each other 
as brothers and sisters. She believed 
that the present gathering was the 
indication of a coming church union. 


Superintendent I. F. Hall then sum- 


med up the principal ideas expressed 
throughout the evening, and the com- 
pany broke up after singing "Blest bo 
the tie that binds."
